RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



This is a response to the Restriction Requirement dated August 23, 2005. 



I. Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner restricted the application into 2 separate inventions: 

I. Claims 21 - 24, drawn to a polypeptide comprising in amino acid 
sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO:2 or SEQ ID NO:4, classified in Class 
424, subclass 85.1. 

II. Claim 25, drawn to a method of producing a polypeptide comprising a 
amino acid sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO:2 or SEQ ID NO:4, classified 
in class 435, subclass 69.5. 



Applicants provisionally elect Group I, Claims 21 - 24 whose claims are drawn to 
a polypeptide comprising in amino acid sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO:2 or SEQ ID 
NO:4, classified in Class 424, subclass 85.1, for example, as discussed in the present 
Restriction Requirement. 

Applicants will address the issue of inventorship for the elected claims and amend 
inventorship appropriately if the elected restriction is made final. 
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Applicants reserve the right to file subsequent applications claiming the non- 
elected subject matter and do not waive any of their rights or abandon any non-elected 
subject matter. Since Applicants have fully and completely responded to the Restriction 
Requirement and have made the required election, this application is now in order for 
early action.
